U. S. Government Sends Formal Re­ 
quests to Great Britain and Japan 
For Naval Conference 


WILL BE HELD AT GENEVA 


No Invitations ti France Or Italy 
Who Declined to Take Part—May 
Send Observers 


Washington, M arch 12— <U.R)— The 
U. S. government, after having re­ 
ceived Verbal acceptances of 
its 
proposal for a 3-power disarmament 
(‘(inference to act on auxiliary era ft 
limitation, 
has 
form ally 
invited 
Great Britain and Jap an to attend. 


The 
state 
department 
officially 
announced this today. 
The confer­ 
ence will be held at Geneva and the 
invitations, 
extended 
through 
the 
British and Japanese ambassadors 
here, suggests the date lie as soon as 
possible after June 1. 


Xo official 
communication 
has 
gone to Italy and France, which 
it 
is hoped will see their way clear 
to 
send observers to tin* Fnited States- 
British-Japanese parley. However, it 
is possible invitations to participate 
in this informal manner will he fo r­ 
warded later t<j Paris and Rome. 


Renewed efforts will he made 
by 
the larger naval powers to persuade 
France and Ita ly to cooperate in the 
Coolidge 3-power naval conference. 


This government has told its dip 
lomatic representatives in Paris and 
Rome to impress upon those govern­ 
ments the desirability of France and 
Ita ly sending “ observers," with the 
understanding that suggestions 
by 
such observers during 
flu* negotia 
tions would fie welcome. 


It 
is considered significant here 
that Japan in accepting 
the Coo- 
lidgc 3-power conference plan, re­ 
ferred specifically to the necessity 
of French and Italy, cooperation 
if 
lasting results are to he achiev ed. 
.Japanese pressure, added to the 
expressed 
desire 
of 
the 
Fnited 
States, 
may modify the opposition 
to the plan 
as stated 
by France 
and Ita ly in rejecting

Coolidge 5-power pact proposal, it is 
hoped. 
Ita ly is expected to relent, at least

The office of surveyor of
